Girl Scouts vote thumbs down 
on admitting boys as members 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- The 
national Girl 
Scouts convention 
voted overwhelmingly today against 
allowing boys to become members. 
Several 
thousand 
delegates 
jumped to their feet to give cheering 
approval to a motion to continue to 
restrict membership to girls. There 
was no formal voice count. 
Although the issue had been dis­ 
cussed informally for several years, 
it was the first time the convention 
had formally debated allowing boys 
to become Girl Scouts. 
“ They just obviously don’t want 
boys,’’ Ara Warren, a spokeswoman 
for the group, said after the vote. 
During 
Monday’s 
two-hour 
debate, proponents had not claimed 


a wave of interest among boys in 
joining the organization. 
They argued it would be good for 
Girl Scouts to learn to “ interact” 
with boys at an early age. “ It would 
give the girls an opportunity to 
develop their full potential as young 
women by working with men with no 
subordinate role assignment,” said 
one delegate. 
It would also help build up the sl­ 
owly declining membership, they 
said. 
Opponents raised the fear of male 
domination within the individual 
troops, and of loss of the whole spirit 
of the organization for girls. 
Karen Bishop was against admit­ 
ting boys. 


“ They always think they can do 
better than girls but lots of times 
they can't. Also, you couldn’t run 
around in your underweai on the 
camping trips if you had to worry 
because there were boys around,” 
she said. 
Miss Bishop is a member of the 
Explorers, which enrolls older teen­ 
agers of both sexes. 
The Girl Scouts currently include 
boys in some projects 
One male voice was raised during 
the debate. The unidentified man. 
noting he was once a little boy 
himself, commented “ no way are 
vou going to get eight, nine, 10 and 
11-year-old boys joining something 
called Girl Scouts.” 


Sadat asks U.S. dialogue 
with Palestine refugees 


WASHINGTON

Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat urged the United 
States today to take the lead in es­ 
tablishing 
a 
“ dialogue” 
with 
the 
Palestinian refugees in an effort to in­ 
clude them in eventual overall Middle 
East peace talks in Geneva. 
Sadat said he laid the proposal before 
President Ford at a White House 
meeting this morning. Asked about 
Ford's reaction, Sadat conferred briefly 
with his foreign minister and said, “ no 
comment ” 
“ I urge a dialogue between the United 
States and the Palestinians because the 
United States is the main party in the 
(Middle East) game," the Egyptian 
president said 
“ If we are going to 
achieve any global solution to this 
problem, 
it 
should 
include 
the 
Paletinians." 
Ford and Sadat met for an hour today 
and White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said they discussed economic aid 
and possible future military help as well 
as the situation in Lebanon He gave no 
details or specifics about the views of 
either president 
Sadat 
earlier 
talked 
to 
Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger about pos­ 
sible U S military aid to Egypt But at a 


meeting with reporters after leaving the 
White House, he again minimized the 
arms request, declaring he was primari­ 
ly interested in economic help to rebuild 
Egypt. 
Asked if Egypt had “ passed the 
Rubicon” in its dealings with Russia. 
Sadat replied, “ I can’t say that really ... 
I ’m trying to keep a balance with the 
Soviet Union really, but it’s up to them I 
can’t really say we’ve reached the point 
of no return ”

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - Moslem 
militiamen firing rockets, mortars and 
machineguns attacked Christian posi­ 
tions around Beirut’s major hotels today 
and the U S Embassy led the exodus of 
foreigners out of the embattled capital 
where fierce street fighting continued to 
spread 
Casualties mounted to more than 850 
dead and 2.100 wounded as Christian 
rightists and Moslem leftists ignored a 
cease-fire and carried their citvwide 
street war into its seventh week 
Most foreign embassies have decided 
to evacuate non-essential staffers and 
dependents and have advised other of 
their nationals also to make plans to 
leave. 
The U S Embassy, under sniper fire 
and in a state of semisiege, led the 
evacuation, sending a group of about 50 
embassy staffers and dependents out to­ 
day “ Another, probably much larger, 
group will be leaving Wednesday,” an 
embassy spokesman said 
A United Nations spokesman an­ 
nounced that the 550 dependents of U N 
personnel here had also been advised to

Beirut 
Airport was crowded with 
foreigners trying to get out 
Before 
Beirut’s civil strife erupted in April 
there were about 7,000 Americans and 
7,000 Britons here but about 2.000 from 
each community have already left 
Panic-stricken guests, most of them 
foreigners, huddled in the basements of 
the big 
seaside hotels as Moslem 
militiamen pressed in on two sides 
against Christian Phalangists in the 
fourth day of heavy fighting in residen­ 
tial uptown Beirut 
The Holiday Inn. where about 200 
persons 
were 
trapped, 
including 
Americans. British. Canadians. Italians 
and Swiss, was hit by rockets that tore a 
gaping black hole through its upper four 
floors Nearly all the windows in the 24- 
story green and white building were 
shattered by thousands of rounds of 
bullets 


Terror-stricken guests were trapped in 
the basement of the Phoenecia Hotel, 
where employes and guests put out a fire 
when street fighting prevented firemen 
from reaching them About 17 guests 
were in the St. Georges Hotel, also 
seized by the Christian militiamen, but 
the desk clerk said “ all seemed to have 
got out this morning " 


Rockets and mortars ripped into the 
upper half of Hamra Street, the main up­ 
town commercial center, as Moslem 
militiamen advanced to within one block 
of the Christian-held area Five rockets 
within five minutes landed within a few 
hundred yards of the UPI offices on 
Hamra and staffers had to run a gauntlet

in aptitude tests 


NEW YORK (U PI) 
The College 
Entrance Examination Board today ap­ 
pointed a blue-ribbon panel to probe the 
big skid in the Scholastic Aptitute Test 
scores The test is known as SAT 
Willard Wirtz, former Secretary of 
Labor and president of the National Man­ 
power Institute in Washington, will chair 
the panel composed of top scholars, 
sociologists and measurement experts 
The SATs earned by 1975 high school 
graduates dropped 10 points on the ver­ 
bal 
part 
and eight 
points on 
the 
mathematical 
part-compared 
with 
scores on comparable tests taken by 1974 
graduates. 
Average scores for the verbal in 1974 
were 434 and for the mathematical 480 
In 1975, comparable scores were 424 and 
472 respectively 
In 1967 comparable scores were 466 
and 492 In 1963, they were 478 and 502 
The SAT is a standardized measure of 
developed reasoning abilities important 
in surviving college courses Colleges 
and scholarship sponsors use the test to 
compare more accurately the grades 
earned by students from widely differing 
schools 
About one million high school juniors 
and seniors t ke the various College 
Board tests in an academic year 
In the last nine years the verbal scores 
have dropped 32 points the math, 20 po­ 
ints But until last year, the decline was 
in a pattern of gradual slope 
The announcement of the advisory 
panel on score decline was made by I)r 
Sidney I* Marland Jr 
College Board 
president and former U S commissioner 
of education

The San Francisco-based 
Visiting Home Services was 
awarded a 1511,000 contract 
Monday by the Board of Super­ 
visors to supply homemaker- 
chore services for 500 county 
welfare recipients, including 
aged, disabled and blind 
persons. 
But the county supervisors 
came in for vigorous criticism 
by approving by a 4-1 vote a low 
bid which figures on providing 
employes with only a $2.10 
hourly rate for December and 
$2 20 rate starting next January 
when minimum pay rates are 
upped. 
The County Community Ac­ 
tion Committee, which has held 
the contract for the past two 
years, has paid $2.38 hourly to 
homemakers. But the CAC con­ 
tract is being terminated Nov. 
30 because expenditures in the 
county-sponsored program un­ 
der CAC are running up a big 
defidt. 
Homemakers employed by 
CAC told county supervisors 
they do not intend to work for 
$2.10 or $2 20 an hour if they can 
help it, some saying they’d 
prefer going on welfare. 
Supervisor James M Slater, 
who voted against the award on 
the contract to Visiting Home 
Services, said his adverse vote 
was a protest against the 
failure of the state to provide 
sufficient funding for the 
county to pay decent salaries. 
Visiting Home Services’ low 
bid was on the basis of $3.29 per 
hour — from which the com­ 
pany deducts administrative 
costs and costs of benefits, and 
various types of insurance and 
hospital coverage. It estimated 
costs per month at $41,9(й. 
CAC hourly bid for contract 
renewal was $3.73 hourly, as 
compared with $3.63 hourly un­ 
der the current pact. 
Unicare, with a bid of $3.20, 
claimed it was the lowest 
responsible bidder, pointing out 
Visiting Home Services could 
wind up paying inadequate 
compensation for inadequate 
help and providing fewer ser­ 
vices. But a VHS represen­ 
tative indicated the company 
might pay more for employes if 
it had to. . 
Supervisors were urged to 
consider that they should make

County may be let out 
of South Coast basin 


Assurance that Santa Bar­ 
bara County "will be let out” of 
the South Coast Air Basin — 
which is made up principally of 
counties in the Los Angeles 
Metropolitan area — has been 
given, according to County 
Supervisor Frank J Frost.

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Honor system eliminated 
in monitoring emissions 


Trade 
balance 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
state’s chief air quality officer 
says elimination of the so- 
called “ honor system” of 
monitoring emissions by oil 
companies and other major 
polluters is a "very significant 
first step” in combatting in­ 
dustrial smog 
Chairman A. TTiomas Quinn 
made the comment Monday as 
the Air Resources Board 
abolished the ‘ honor system” 
and replaced it with a require­ 
ment that 
industry-produced 
smog be measured continuously 
by new in-stack monitors. 
Quinn declared the board has 
"every intention next year to 
move farther,” saying regula­ 
tions requiring additional moni­ 
toring by other industries will 
be considered by the board in 
1976 as more devices are 
developed and examined by the 
state 
"We have to know what is 
coming out of the stack before 
we can clean it up, and today's 
action could be the beginning of 
a major breakthrough in the 
battle against smog.” Quinn 
said. Many large polluters have 
been playing Russian roulette 
with the public’s health, and 
that is about to end ” 
The board’s previous policy 
was what Quinn called an 
"honor system" — industries 
were required to report how 
much pollution they emitted but 
the government had no effec­ 
tive way to check the reports' 
accuracy. 
"We don’t know if they are 
telling the truth or not,” Quinn 
said. 
Under the new regulation, 
power plants, oil refineries and 
nitric acid plants are required 
to install in-stack monitors to 
measure pollutants continuous­ 


ly- 
The regulation was adopted 
on a 2-0 vote with no one testify­ 
ing in opposition. A third 
member. Robert Sawyer, ab­ 
stained. 
Sawyer noted that the new 
monitors would measure the 
concentration and not the total 
amount of smog emitted by a 
plant. He asked the board's 
staff about the possibility of 
requiring monitors that would 
provide an overall view of the 
amount of pollution being 
dumped into the atmosphere

ANKARA, Turkey (U PI) - 
Turkey and the United States 
began negotiations today on the 
reopening of U.S. m ilitary 
bases in Turkey, but Premier 
Suleyman 
Dem irel’s main 
r oalition partner said it will not 
consider the outcome of the 
talks legally binding for Tur­ 
key. 
“ There is no cabinet decision 
authorizing such negotiations.” 
said Justice Minister Ismail 
Muftuoglu. the spokesman for 
the National Salvation Party. 
"To sit around a table with 
the Americans on the future of 
the bases before the (Ameri­ 
can) arms embargo is com­ 
pletely lifted is unthinkable for 
us,” he said. 
U.S. Ambassador William B. 
Macomber headed the Ameri­ 
can delegation and Sukru 
Elekdag. director general at 
the foreign ministry, presided 
over the Turkish side. 
"The talks will continue on a 
technical level after the first 
session.” a foreign ministry 
spokesman said 
Congress imposed the embar­ 
go on shipments of arms to 
Turkey Feb 5 because Turkish 
troops had used American- 
made weapons during the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus last 
year. 
v, 
In retaliation, Turkey closed 
down two dozen American 
ba^es and monitoring stations 
on its territory. 


The House of Represen­ 
tatives partially lifted the em 
bargo Oct. 3. authorizing the 
delivery of $184 million worth of 
military equipment Turkey had 
already paid for prior to the 
embargo. Turkey received a

Morocco may split 
Spanish Sahara 


M A R R A K ESH , 
Morocco 
(U PI) — Morocco may be will­ 
ing to partition the Spanish 
Sahara with Mauritania, a 
Moroccan official said today. 
The official, who asked that 
his name not be used, said the 
next 48 hours would be crucial 
in determining the fate of the 
phosphate-rich, Colorado-sized 
North African territory. 
Morocco’s King Hassan II has 
claimed the Spanish Sahara as 
part of his sovereign territory. 
He was the first "volunteer 
for a forthcoming march of 
350,000 Moroccans across the 
border into the Saharan desert 


On Monday, the king declared 
in a radio interview in his tem­ 
porary royal capital here that 
Spain must hand the entire 
territory over to Morocco. He 
said "there can be no independ­ 
ent Sahara and there will be 
none as long as a single Moroc­ 
can lives.” 


The government official said, 
however, that Morocco might 
be agreeable to partitioning the 
territory 
with 
Mauritania, which also borders 
on it and has claimed part of the 
desert land 


Algeria, which shares a few 
miles of its frontier with the 


Spanish Sahara, and Spain have 
said they favor a United 
Nations-approved plebiscite for 
the colony's 88.000 nomad in­ 
habitants.

known as "Soldiers United Will 
Overcome” and the Revolution­ 
ary United Front formed by the 
radical left have played a 
primary role in this drive 
The Communist poster called 
the soldiers movement "an af­ 
firmation that in the military as 
well as in the civilian ap­ 
paratus. authority, discipline 
and order can only be acquired 
by ousting reactionaries from

Franco displays stubborn 
will to live; still grave 


MADRID. Spain (UPI» - 
Generalissimo Francisco Fran 
co showed a stubborn will to 
live today, asking for more food 
and chatting with his grandchil­ 
dren despite a week-long 
struggle for survival 
But the 82-year-old Spanish 
leader, his body weakened by 
two heart attacks, was still in 
grave condition behind the 
white and yellow walls of his 
suburban palace 
A government communique 
said the aging general was 
resting normally this morning, 
rebounding from his last crisis 
but waiting for the next one in 
what may be the final fight of 
his life 
"The C'audillo talked with his 
children and grandchildren, 
who were with him during the 
evening, and at this time he is 
resting normally," a midnight 
medical bulletin said 
A previous bulletin said 
Franco asked for more food 
during the evening despite per­ 
sistent stomach bleeding that 
has complicated his fight 
against heart failure 
The 9 30 pm medical com­ 
munique said that, “ The 


tendency of the stomach to 
bleed has not stopped 
There 
are still signs of congestive 
heart failure The condition re­ 
mains grave ” 
Aging veterans of the Spanish 
Civil War sat solemnly on park 
benches near El Pardo Palace, 
praying for Franco to recover 
as he did from a near-fatal cir­ 
culatory ailment in the summer 
of 1974 
Thousands of Spaniards have 
made the eight-mile drive from 
Madrid to El Pardo, but only a 
handful of family and friends 
have entered the 18th century 
palace 
Juan Carlos de Borbon. the 
37-year-old prince picked by 


Franco to succeed him and br­ 
ing back the monarchy, has 
been a daily visitor to the sub­ 
urban palace 


Political informants said the 
Spanish cabinet appears to have 
shelved the issue of succession 
while the nation awaits the out­ 
come of Franco’s illness 


Franco was stricken by the 
first heart attack last Tuesday, 
rallied the next day, but then 
suffered a setback on Thurs­ 
day 
He was felled by a new 
heart attack Friday but rallied 
over the weekend He suffered 
a new relapse Sunday, but 
rallied once more the next day

Nine inmates who seized three 
hostages and barricaded them­ 
selves in the Oklahoma State 
Reformatory 
kitchen 
today 
released one of their captives 
because he was reported suffer­ 
ing from a heart ailment 
A spokesman said the hos­ 
tage. Leonard S Summers, was 
taken to the prison infirmary 
for observation The 53-year-old 
guard had complained of chest 
discomfort shortly before his 
release 
The inmates, complaining 
about the loss of (Tinstmas 
package privileges in the 
prison, occupied the kitchen 
late Monday, presumably 
armed with knives from the 
butcher shop, and seized three 
supervisors as hostages 
Rep David Riggs, D-Tulsa, 
chairman of the House Public 
Safety and Penal Affairs Com- 
mittee and author of numerous 
penal reform bills, talked by 
telephone with one of the nine 
inmates before dawn and said 
he was optimistic the confron- 
tation would be settled 
peacefully 
Riggs said prison officials 
now were awaiting a response 
from the prisoners 
"I cannot comment about it 
until at least this confrontation 
is resolved ” Higgs said about 
the 75-minute conversation "At 
this point I feel the people in 
volved are making every effort 
to be reasonable 
Riggs said he was referring 
to both the inmates and the 
prison officials 
Shortly after the takeover, 
state Corrections Director Dr 
Ned Benton had said there 
would be no amnesty for the 
rebellious convicts and warned 
that force would be used if 
necessary to free the captives 
A spokesman for Gov David 
Boren however said prison of­

stock products as though you had a warehouse full o 
them, and other copywriting ruse. But. even if the 
advertiser gets away with this advertising, without in 
solving himself in a legal complaint, he is still in for a 
rude awakening which will inevitably come from his 


would be customers. 


The businessman who allows dishonest statements to 
creep into his advertising copy is only fooling himaell. 
How many times will a customer visit your place of 
business if he finds that what you had advertised is out of 
stock the same day your ad appeared m the paper. How 
many times will a customer return, in response to your 
advertising, after once being pressured to buy »mother 
product because the one he came in for is sold out. 
in 
short, how many times is it possible to make fools of your 
customers? Usually just once! 


So what happens to the ’sharpie trying to outfox the 
buying public? Little by little he drives what could have 
been a nice clientele down the street to the man wno is 
completely honest in all of his advertising. 


There used to be a saying among advertising men that 
went something like this: Write all of your advertising 
copy as though you were talking to a 9 year old, and most 
of the people will respond." It is difficult to recall a time 
when this may have been true, but if it ever was true it 
surely is not today. Since the advent of American 
thinking that demanded almost ever) young person 
should go to college, and the massive return to school ol 
older adults who had previously not finished their formal 
education, 
today’s 
advertising 
is 
being 
read 
and 
evaluated by the most intelligent society the world has 
ever known Even the elderly are far more sophisticated 
in their thinking than ever before Is it any wonder that 
dishonesty in advertising doesn't pay'.’ Of course there 
are still a few die hards around who advertise like they 
were selling snake oil off a horse drawn wagon 


Summing it up. the benefits to the advertiser of forth 
right advertising, should be glaringly obvious. It is utter 
foolishness, and even legally dangerous, to advertise in 


any other manner.

LA PAZ, Bolivia (U P I)- Air 
force helicopters set out over 
the steep slopes of the Andes 
mountains today to recover the 
bodies of 55 men, women and 
children killed in the crash of a 
military transport plane 
Col. L P Garcia, a Bolivian 
air force spokesman, said in­ 
vestigators are trying to deter­ 
mine whether pilot error or 
mechanical failure caused the 
crash of the twin-engine Con- 
vair 440. 
The propeller-driven plane, 
carrying army officers and 
their families from a weekend 
vacation, struck a mountain­ 
side 150 miles west of La Paz. 
The plane slammed into the 
slope Monday morning 10 
minutes after taking off from 
Tomonoco. a military resort on 
a tropical plain below the snow­ 
capped peaks of the Andes 
mountain range. 
The spokesman said the pilot 
had to make a sharp. 10.000-foot 
climb soon after takeoff to 
clear the towering Andean 
peaks between the resort and 
La Paz. 
He said the crash was the 
worst air disaster in Bolivian 
history. However a 1969 plane 
crash killed 60 persons, includ­ 
ing the members of a leading 
Bolivian soccer team 
Garcia said there was no 
chance of the passengers and 
crew members surviving the 
crash in the eastern Andes, 
known for its steep slopes and 
plunging chasms. 
The dead included 11 children 
and 15 wives of military of­ 
ficers. Two nephews of Presi­ 
dent Hugo Banzer were among 
the victims. 


Gen. Banzer made the first 
announcement of the disaster, 
interrupting a military ceremo­ 
ny to call in a broken voice for a 
minute of prayer. 


Aerospace jobs

SEATTLE (UPI) — A survey 
by the Aerospace Industries As­ 
sociation of America predicts 
employment at 48 major U.S. 
aerospace companies, including 
Boeing, will continue to drop at 
least through the middle of next 
year.

They were to be arraigned to­ 
day. 


In the indictment, the two 
men were accused of plotting to 
kill Ford when he visited 
Sacramento, Calif., Sept. 5 — 
the same day Manson girl 
Lynette Fromme was arrested 
for pointing a loaded 45-caliber 
pistol at the President. 


There is no known connection 
between the two incidents. 
The alleged plot was report­ 
edly foiled by Detective Robert 
Zapata who, was investigating 
the theft of a television set from 
a Santa Barbara, Calif., motel. 
The two were arrested Aug. 26 
and Zapata said the plot 
emerged as he questioned them 
about the tv theft. 
Zapata reported the plan to 
the Secret Service and Desure 
and Mayo were jailed on suspi­ 
cion of threatening to kill the 
President, a charge that carries 
a maximum prison term of five 
years. 
The more serious charge of 
conspiring to kill the President, 
which carries a possible life 
sentence, was lodged by the 
grand jury after agents found 
details of the alleged plot in a 
car the two men left at 
Hollvwood-Burbank Airport. 
According to the indictment, 
Desure and Mayo discussed the 
plan Aug 17 in a motel room in 
Dixon, Tenn , planning to steal 
guns and dynamite from an ar­ 
mory in San Francisco. 
When Ford visited Sacramen­ 
to, the indictment said, they 
“would plant explosives in the 
street sewer near the Capital 
building.” 
When Ford arrived “ the 
defendant Desure would deton­ 
ate the explosives and stand as 
lookout. The defendant Mayo 
would fire a shot at the Presi­ 
dent, Gerald R Ford.” the in­ 
dictment said. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Sterile fruit flies will be used as 
a birth control method to con­ 
trol an infestation of the 
Mediterranean pest in an area 
of Los Angeles County. 


Agricultural officials said 
Monday sterile fruit flies will 
be imported from Hawaii to 
mate with the fertile flies and 
produce sterile eggs, which will 
eventually wipe out the insect. 


Authorities said the fruit fly 
infestation in an 80-square-mile 
area of the Venice-Santa 
Monica section is getting out of 
hand. 


Paul Engler, county agricul­ 
tural commissioner, said eggs 
from the fly produce maggots 
that make fruit and some soft 
vegetables unpalatable and un­ 
marketable. 
Engler said the campaign 
would wipe out the fruit fly 
within four to six months and 
would cost more than a million 
dollars. 
He said some 25 million 
sterile insects will be imported 
from Hawaii every week during 
the program, noting that they 
are sm all and will not be 
noticed much 


Fruit flies abound in Hawaii 
and are made sterile bv radia­ 
tion in federal laboratories.

Pollution control seen for new plants 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Air Resources Board to­ 
day considered giving tenta­ 
tive approval to its proposed 
regulation limiting pollution 
produced by new or expanded 
industrial plants 
The proposal was sharply 
criticized Monday by oil compa 
ny representatives Dr Carle- 
ton B Scott of Union Oil Co.. 
called it a “ no growth or 
negative growth regulation ” 
The board delayed action on 
the rule until today 
If the 
“ m od el r e g u la t io n “ is 
tentatively adopted by the 
board, it still will be subject to 
review by local air pollution 
control agencies before final 
action by the board. 
Oil industry spokesmen said 
the proposed rule would make it 
impossible for Alaskan oil to be 
shipped to California, for secon­ 
dary recovery of oil through 
steam in jectio n s, or for 
geothermal 
development in 
Northern California 
Board Chairman A Thomas 
Quinn said. “This regulation is 
not designed to clean up pollu­ 
tion but to prevent it from get­ 
ting worse ” He said it was

"They’re the only ones 
who treat me half-decent. 
The only reason this comes up at all 
now was because someone asked Pete 
Rose whether he’d be interested in 
managing some day. 


"I’d love to be a manager some day," 
said Cincinnati’s switch-hitting third 
baseman, presented with a new automo­ 
bile by Sport Magazine Monday for being 
named the Most Valuable Player in the 
World Series. "I like to manage a team 
like we have." 
"Who wouldn’t0" a newsman needled 
Rose. 
"No. I don’t think you understand what 
I mean," Pete Rose said. "The reason 
I'd like managing a team like we have is 
not only because we have ballplayers 
with so much talent but because of the 
way we all get along together. Especial­ 
ly the blacks and the whites on the team 
I honestly think that has a whole lot to do 
with our success. 
"You know, when we were up in 
Boston I was reading about all the trou­ 
ble the people were having there with 
busing, and when some of our players 
are traded away they come back and tell 
us of all the problems they have over on 
the other clubs We don’t have any of 
that on our club." Pete Rose went on 
"You’ve never seen other teams get 
along like our team. You don't go into 
our clubhouse and see five blacks sitting 
by themselves in one corner and five 
whites in another What you see in our 
clubhouse is the way it’s supposed to 
be— everybody together. I think people 
make too big a deal out of blacks and 
whites. I’m not trying to straighten out 
the country, but I wish these white peo­ 
ple who don’t like blacks and these black

people who don’t like whites could come 
into our lounge where our wives wait for 
us and see Tony Perez’ kids, Ken Grif­ 
fey’s kids or my kids playing together. 
"My little boy, Pete, is five. Tony has 
two boys and his youngest, Eduardo, is 
about the same age as my boy. Every 
night my wife, Karolyn, has to call 
Tony’s wife, Pituka, because my little 
boy wants to dress the same way 
Eduardo does to go to the game." 
Pete Rose laughed. He looks much 
younger than 34 when he laughs. 
Generally, it is open house at Pete 
Rose’s home for his friends, and he 
doesn’t have an enemy in the world 
Ballplayers from other clubs frequent­ 
ly visit Pete Rose because they like him 
Players like Larry Bowa, Greg Luzin- 
ski.

Georges Carpentier dead

How new words 
go big league

Only a few years ago the astronom ical word “earthrise” was as 
nonexistent as the sports word “ free agent.” But both recently 
have been added to W ebster’s dictionary and both are powerfully 
expressive of the age we live in. 
An earthrise had never been seen by anyone — as far as we know 
— until 1969 when those men in white coats standing on the moon 
began that singular practice. 
And only in the last few years, with the unearthly explosion of 
new team s and new leagues and m en’s liberation, have athletes 
begun to test in court the throttling reserve clause and sought to 
break free from one professional team to sell their services to 
another on the open m arket 
A new dictionary may be as good a place as any to read up on 
current affairs, especially if you’ve read the old one and can draw 
comparisons. 
Other newly accepted neologism s of the tim es include 
“juvenocracy” (a state ruled or greatly influenced by youth) and 
“com puterese” and “bum m er” and “ fright wig” and “ M s” and 
“ instant replay’’ and “ skin flicks” and “ rockabilly” and 
“ skyjacker” and — that pyrotechnical catchall — “ superstar” ’ 
The last edition of W ebster’s Collegiate Dictionary cam e out in 
1973, and included over 22,000 new words and new senses of old 
words that weren’t in the previous edition published a decade 
earlier. However, new words and added definitions of old words 
continue to crop up in annual new printings. 


Some words may quiver on the precipice of an upcoming edition 
or printing, only to disappear with the winds of fad. 
Sports words, more than most are subject to such vagaries 
Robert Copeland is an associate editor for M erriam -W ebster, 
and the person in charge of sports words He has num erous file 
cabinets filled with three-by-five-inch cards that contain citations 
(clippings and spotted references to new w ords). He and his as­ 
sociates decide when a word m erits the lexicographical seal of ap­ 
proval 


One word that disappeared but has returned to the precipice is 
“slud.” A w riter in a Los Angeles paper has plumped for the 
word’s Inclusion as a variant past tense form of the verb “ slide” It 
was used a great deal by the late Dizzy Dean when he was announc­ 
ing baseball gam es on national television. 


“To qualify for entry,” said Copeland, “ the word has to have 
considerably more support in usage by a large body of educated 
speakers and w riters of English... ‘Slud’ is virtually unknown out­ 
side references to Dizzy. 


“The word would be an im portant one for the dictionary to in­ 
clude if it were known to be a dialect form which Dizzy could have 
learned as a child. W ebster’s Third International Dictionary does 
list dialect forms ‘clomb’ and ‘clnm ’ for ‘clim b’ and ‘snook’ and 
‘snuck’ for ‘sneak.’” 


“ And we’ve got to be careful about jargon,” continued Copeland. 
“It’s here today, gone tomorrow Take baseball. It seem s alm ost 
every team has different words for fast ball. For exam ple ‘hum­ 
m er’ and ‘old number one’ and ‘steam ’ and ‘smoke ’ And for home 
runs; ‘downtowner’ and ‘tape-m easure job’ are two 


“ But if the word is around long enough, it’ll probably get in 
sooner or later. ‘Hot com er’ and ‘brushback,’ for instance, have 
just made it.’” 


Browsing through H.L. Mencken’s, “ The American Language,” 
one notices words that were once considered slang (in 1940, when 
the book was published) are now legitim ate m em bers of the word 
fraternity: baseball term s include “bean ball” and “ bunt” and 
“walk” and “rhubarb” and “ southpaw” and “ Texas leaguer.” 


It was mentioned to Copeland that “cup of coffee.” denoting a 
brief tryout in the big leagues, is still a very common expression 
around baseball people. It has apparently been so for nearly half a 
century. 


“Really,” said Copeland. “ Let me write that down, ‘Cup ... o f ... 
coffee...! I’ll check it out.” 


There are two more words that cry for inclusion — if they would 
exist One is “ earthset,” a natural since there is an “ earth rise.” 
And also, shouldn’t the opposite of “ free agent” be “ fettered 
agents” ?

National Liberation, set off a 
bomb at five banks and cor­ 
porate buildings in New York 
mi the eve of a rally celebrating 
Solidarity Day for Puerto Rican 
Independence. 
— Last January, a lunch hour 
explosion at Fraunees Tavern 
in New Y ork, killed four 
persons and injured 56 The 
FALN claimed responsibility 
Monday, the FALN marked 
the end of that bloody first year 
w ith alm ost sim ultaneous 
blasts in New York. Washington 
and Chicago 
There were no injuries. 
The targ ets of the early 
morning attack included the 
State Department headquarters 
in Washington, the U.S. Mission 
to the United Nations in New 
York, the 110-story Sears 
Building in Chicago and several 
banks and corporate offices in 


Chicago and New York. 
As in the previous attacks, 
the FALN claimed responsibili­ 
ty in a typewritten communique 
signed “ F A L N Central Com­ 
mand ” 
The note, found in a telephone 
booth, called the explosions "a 
sim ultaniously 
(sic) 
coor­ 
dinated attack against Yanki 
governments and monopoly 
capitalist institutions in New 
Y ork. W ashington. D C ., 
Chicago and Puerto Rico.” 
(However, officials in Puerto 
Rico reported no explosions.) 
The terrorists demanded the 
release of five nationalists in­ 
volved in previous incidents, in­ 
cluding a 1950 assassination at­ 
tem pt on President H arry 
Truman in which one national­ 
ist died, along with a White 
House guard 
A surviving 
gunman was jailed 
Four more remain jailed for 
wounding five congressmen in a 
1954 shooting spree from the 
visitors’ gallery in the House of 
Representatives 
In the latest bombings, an es­ 
timated $30,000 damage was 
caused at the U S Mission to

Court strikes 


down political 


residency law 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The State Supreme Court has 
struck down tough residency 
laws for political candidates 
but the ruling is not retroactive 
and will have no bearing on the 
Nov 4 general election 
The court Monday struck 
down election laws that require 
a candidate to live in a city of 
a county for more than 30 days 
before filing for office. 


Any residency law longer 
than 30 days violates the equal 
protection clause of the Four­ 
teenth Amendment of the U. S. 
Constitution, the court said in 
its unanimous decision. 


The ruling was the first by the 
court involving such laws since 
1973 when it decided a two-year 
residency law in Santa Cruz 
was too long At that time the 
court said a city could require a 
residency of "not more than 30 
days preceding’’ the date of fil­ 
ing candidacy papers. 


The court said a “ 30-day 
prefiling residence require­ 
ment seems reasonably neces­ 
sary and convenient to ac­ 
commodate the needs of elec­ 
tion officials.” 


'Mercy death' arguments concluded 


MORRISTOWN, N J. (UPI) 
— If Karen Ann Quinlan is 
taken off the machine which 
keeps her alive, prosecutor 
Donald C ollestor says, the 
horror would just begin. 
“ Evil has very small begin­ 
nings.” Collestor told the court 
Monday in summation at the 
“right to die” trial. "When the 
quality of life replaces the sanc­ 
tity of life. I fear evil has a 
beginning ” 
Karen, 21. has been in a coma 
since April 14 when, according 
to friends, she mixed alcohol 
with tranquilizers at a birthday 
party. 
Her parents, Joseph and Julia 
Quinlan, say the best part of life 
has passed her by, that she has 
suffered irreversible brain 
damage and that she lives in a 
chronic vegetative state. 
They want to remove her 
from the respirator and let her 
die. 
Judge Robert Muir Jr., 43, 
now m ust decide w hether 
Karen can be allowed to "die in 
dignity,” as her adoptive 
parents have asked and said 
Monday he expected to rule in 
the case within 10 days to two 
weeks 
Opponents of the Quinlans’ 
viewpoint argue that shutting 


off the respirator would amount 
to homicide, that no form of 
euthanasia may be tolerated, 
"It is the first time in the long 
h is to r y of A n g lo -S ax o n 
jurisprudence that a human be­ 
ing, universally recognized as 
being alive legally and medical­ 
ly. may be put to death as the 
result of a civil suit,” argued 
Ralph Porzio, attorney for 
Karen’s two doctors. 
"I implore you not to open a 
door to a culture and a society 
that could go mad,” he said He 
warned there were grave legal 
and moral implications in the 
question of whether Karen has 
a right to die 
“ If Karen Ann Quinlan has 
one chance in a thousand, one 
chance in 10,000 or one chance 
in a million, who are we and by 
what right do we kill that 
chance?” Porzio asked, his 
voice rising. 


Paul Armstrong, the family’s 
attorney, told the court the 


Quinlans' plea was based "not

is grounded in fundamental

The Department of Motor 
Vehicles Monday mailed the 
first 800,000 registration renew­ 
al notices so that motorists can 
mail back the forms to the 
DMV with a check or money 
order for registration fees. 
But officials warned that 
motorists who visit department 
field offices during the first 
registration period may face 
longer lines than ever before 
because some motorists will be 
confused about the new proce­ 
dure and will seek a more 
detailed explanation 
DMV Deputy Director Do­ 
rothy Alexis toid reporters that 
because of the change to 
staggered registration, some 
motorists receiving renewal 
forms will pay less than they 
did for 1975 but will have to re­ 
register their vehicles again in

Others, she said, will pay 
more, but will not have to re­ 
register their automobile until 
mid 1977 


The conversion to year- 
around registration actually 
has been under way since 1971

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
lawsuit seeking multi-million- 
dollar increases in care for 
children at state mental hospi­ 
tals on grounds there is a con­ 
stitutional "right to treat­ 
ment" is being considered by 
parents’ organizations 
Margaret Fraser, legal coun­ 
sel for the California Associa­ 
tion for the Retarded, told a 
legislative committee Monday 
that similar suits have been 
dramatically successful in 
other states 
Ms Fraser said $1,500 has 
been collected for a study of the 
feasibility of trying such a suit 
in California 
Hospital workers and parent 
groups told the fact-finding ses­ 
sion of the Senate Health Com­ 
mittee they felt that only 
"minimal custodial” care was 
available now and the situation 
was becoming worse because of 
budget overruns in the state 
hospital system 


A “ right to treatment” suit 
was successful in Alabama, Ms. 
Fraser said, and established 
standards for care which made 
the state one of the best mental 
health providers in the nation 
Applying the Alabama stand­ 
ards to California would mean 
the addition of 30 per cent more 
nurses and psychiatric tech­ 
nicians, and 80 per cent more 
doctors and other professional 
staff, she said. 


Figured roughly, this would 
mean 2.700 new specialists on 
the wards of the 11 state 
hospitals 
One legislator es­ 
timated it would add 10 per cent 
to the $250 million state hospital 
budget.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
N ational News Council, 
evaluating its second year of 
monitoring news media for 
fairness and accuracy, says it is 
encouraged by the support it 
has received from news organi­ 
zations. 
Council chairman Stanley 
Fuld singled out the New York 
Times, however, for refusal to 
cooperate with the council. 
The nonprofit organization 
was established in 1973 with 15 
members, nine from the public 
and six from news organiza­ 
tions, “ to serve the public in­ 
terest in preserving freedom of 
communication and advancing 
accurate and fair reporting of 
news ” 
The council said it was “ en­ 
couraged by the many news 
organizations that have recog­ 
nized the council as an 
organization worthy of atten­ 
tion.” 
Regarding the Times, Fuld 
said Monday. "On occasion 
after occasion, the Times has 
responded negatively to council 
requests for information to as­ 
sist in answering public com­ 
plaints against that news­ 
paper .” 
Among those cited for their 
attention and support of Council 
activities were United Press 
International and the Associat­ 
ed Press, along with the 
American Society of New­ 
spaper Editors, said Fuld. 
former chief judge of the New 
York State Court of Appeals. 
The CBS network also was 
singled out for its cooperation 
with the council in investigating 
complaints

Contributing to the decline, 
said Inspector Jerry Clemons, 
is a tight budget squeeze. 
During the first six months of 
the year, there were 88,105 
arrests by the patrol for 
drunken driving compared with 
90,743 for the comparable 
period in 1974. In the past year, 
speeding citations jumped from 
one third of the total CHP 
tickets issued to more than 
half, he said.

The FBI should have notified the 
Secret Service that Oswald, a misfit who 
had threatened violence, was in the 
Dallas area The Secret Service routine­ 
ly would have checked his whereabouts 
during the presidential visit This might 
have saved President Kennedy's life. 


When the FBI learned that a suspect 
named Lee Harvey Oswald had been 
picked up, Hosty reminded his boss. 
Gordon Shanklin. that he had been handl­ 
ing the Oswald case. Shanklin telephoned 
the Dallas police and asked whether 
Hosty could participate in the interroga­ 
tion 


Hosty later questioned Oswald at 
police headquarters. Oswald, who had 
been outwardly calm, suddenly became 
agitated “ I know you!” he shouted "I 
know you' You’re the one who accosted 
my wife twice!” 


The incident passed, however, without 
any mention of the threatening letter 
Hosty also confided to a friend on the 
Dallas police force. Lt Jack Revill. that 
the FBI had a file on Oswald. Revill 
repeated the conversation to a superior 
who ordered him to put it in writing

Federal Bureau of Investigation was 
aware of the subject (Oswald) and that 
they had information that this subject 
was capable of committing the assas­ 
sination of President Kennedy.” 
Hoover was furious when he learned of 
Hosty’s loose talk According to con­ 
fidential notes taken at the time, the 
grizzled FBI chief complained that 
Hosty had “ diarrhea of words " But the 
old man, nevertheless, sought to cover 
up the F B I’s embarrassment. 
On December 23. 1963, the FBI gave 
the Warren Commission a summary of 
Oswald’s notebook The summary con­ 
veniently omitted the fact that Hosty’s 
name, telephone nad license tag had 
been in the notebook. 
The commission found out about the 
omission and demanded an explanation. 
On Jan 27, 1964, Hoover acknowledged 
that Hosty’s name had been in the 
notebook 
The G-man also gave what purported 
to be a full account of the F B I’s contacts 
with Oswald 
The last contact, he 
reported, had been on Aug. 10,1963. “ We 
did not interview Oswald in Dallas, 
Texas, or in Irving. Texas, prior to the 
assassination of President Kennedy,” 
Hoover added 
Interestingly, he used the word “ our” 
to describe the last contact with the FBI. 
But on February 6. in a sworn affidavit, 
Hoover changed the wording in a curious 
way He swore that Oswald had not con­ 
tact with FBI “agents” after August 10. 
1963 
It is now known, of course, that Oswald 
appeared at the FBI office in Dallas only 
a few days before the assassination At 
that time, just as Hoover said, he did not 
speak with any FBI “ agents.” But he 
spoke with an FBI receptionist, who pas­ 
sed on his threatening note to the agents 
lt is impossible to know whether the 
late FBI chief subtly switched the word 
“ our” to “ agents” in order to hide his 
knowledge of Oswald's violent threat. 
But in a later letter to the Warren 
Commission, dated April 6, 1964. Hoover 
stated categorically: “ I wish to 
emphasize that the facts available to the 
FBI concerning Lee Harvey Oswald 
prior to the assassination did not indicate 
in any way that he was or would be a 
threat to President Kennedy.” 
The truth is. of course, that the FBI 
had received dramatic evidence less 
than a week before the assassination that 
Oswald was violence-prone 
On April 24. the Dallas Morning News 
reported Hosty had told the Dallas police 
lieutenant. Jack Revill. that the FBI 
knew Oswald was “ capable” ’ of assas­ 
sinating the President. 
Hoover immediately sent word to the 
Warren Commission that the story was 
“ false" and followed up three days later 
with a personal letter delivered by 
courier 
“ Special Agent Hosty unequivocally 
denies ever having made the statement 
as quoted in this article. .” declared the 
FBI director 
“ Special Agent Hosty points out that 
prior to the assassination of President 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy, he never had 
any information indicating potential 
violence on the part of Lee Harvey 
Oswald.” 
There’s more to Hoover s great 
coverup, which we’ll report in a future 
column. 


WASHINGTON - The self-destruct 
mechanism built into the U.S. system of 
divided powers was seldom shown in a 
more pure and malevolent form than it is 
today. 
While the record abounds with the dire 
consequences of wars between the ex­ 
ecutive and the Congress over foreign 
policy decisions in­ 
volving the U.S. posi­ 
tion in the world, the 
stakes are as high as 
any in the past. 
Essentially, it is 
peace in the Middle 
East and what still 
another conflict can 
mean 
In the im ­ 
mediate context, the 
question is whether 
any secretary of state 
can carry out policy 
decisions with ele­ 
ments in Congress bent on frustrating 
and ultimately destroying him. 
In the course of his long, painstaking, 
personal diplomacy in che Middle East, 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger won 
the confidence and indeed the friendship 
of President Anwar Sadat of Egypt. 
That was one reason Sadat was willing 
to enter into a disengagement agreement 
with Israel, despite the hostility of his 
Arab neighbors and the danger that their 
enmity might take violent form. 
The agreement finally signed con­ 
tained a series of secret protocols 
promising Israel military assistance in 
compensation for the territory sur­ 
rendered in the Sinai. Provided in at 
least 50 copies to several committees of 
Congress, those protocols were leaked to 
the press. 
As one of the principals dealing with 
the whole matter put it, “ Nothing could 
have been calculated to make Sadat’s 
position more difficult than it already 
was.” 
But that was only the beginning. At 
least as printed, the State Department 
could disavow the disclosure as inac­ 
curate and exaggerated. Certainly, the 
promises seemed on the generous side. 
At this point Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y., 
brandishing the axe with which he has 
been flailing away at the CIA, stepped in. 
The chairman of the so-called House 
Intelligence Committee demanded that 
the protocols be put in the official 
record 
This was to compound the 
damage. 
What happened next put into even 
sharper relief the internecine war 
between Congress and executive. Pike 
hauled before his committee a junior 
State Department officer and demanded 
that he produce records of his opinion ex- 


pressed at the time of how Kissinger had 
bungled the Cyprus affair. 
This was calculated to undermine 
completely the privacy of diplomatic ex­ 
change and the integrity of an officer 
who might find himself in disagreement 
with his superior. 
Kissinger declined to allow the docu­ 
ments to be put before the Pike Commit­ 
tee. The threat, still unresolved, was 
contempt of Congress. Partly, this stems 
from the conviction of partisans of 
Greece that Kissinger might have 
prevented the Turkish invasion of Cyprus 
with its disastrous results. 
That is, of course, history exploited by 
those who would bring Kissinger down. 
Of urgent and imminent concern is the 
role of Sadat and the crucial nature of his 
part in the first-step disengagement 
agreement. 
As though official disclosure of the 
protocols was not enough, another docu­ 
ment revealed that the United States had 
broken Egypt’s diplomatic code. Sadat 
was furious. It could not be ruled out that 
he would repudiate the agreement and 
the structure put together with so much 
effort would come tumbling down. 
His Arab adversaries, notably Syria 
and the Palestine Liberation Organiza-

Stull Act 
Tonight when trustees of Lompoc 
Unified School District give that magical 
first reading to the Stull Act steering 
committee report, they will be pulling 
together into one time and place the 
collective feelings of society and the 
work that has gone into the state's first 
educational accountability program 
The 
report 
culminates more than 
three-and-a-half 
year’s work by a 
broadly-based com­ 
mittee headed by Dr. 
Bill Williams. Gov 
Ronald Reagan signed 
the Stull bill into law 
on July 20. 1971. That 
signing set in motion a 
wave of apprehension 
throughout the statewide educational 
community. The preface to the steering 
committee s report acknowledges that 
concern, but notes: “ Rather than share 
in this apprehension and gloom, our Stull 
Act steering committee agreed to ex­ 
amine the law and attempt to develop a 
program that would improve and 
strengthen instructional practices in our 
schools ” “ The intent of the law,” the 
preface continues, “ was to determine 
what should be taught, describe how it 
would be taught, and finally develop a 
means of determining if it had been 
learned.” 
Major concern was expressed by 
teachers. They wanted to know who 
would evaluate the progress of students 
and how. because that was the basis on 
which, ultimately, a teacher was to be 
deemed adequate or inadequate. At the 
outset, teachers and classroom teachers 
in particular wanted the evaluators to be 
from their own ranks or at least be in­ 
timately aware of the problems inherent 
in classroom work 
That was one area of concern. Another 
was the practicality, in the final analysis 
of trying to measure learning. Learning 
is highly complex, involving as it does 
such factors as motivation, environment 
and opportunity. One critic of the Stull 
Act, contends for example that the lack 
of proper nutrition could be a factor in 
one student not learning what another 
absorbed with ease (That fact may be 
recognized in the new governmental 
mandate to provide hot lunches for needy 
children, a program that will become ef­ 
fective in December, if my information 
is correct.) 
For years there has been a recurring 
refrain from the public sector: exhorta­ 
tions to ‘teach my child,’ and condemna­ 
tion if that goal is not met; and a 
simplistic view that the schools bear 
total responsibility for all the ills of 
society. 
These are some of the questions the 
Stull act addresses. 
The act spells out these guidelines as 
paramount. The establishment of stan­ 
dards of expected student progress in 
each area of study and of techniques for 
the assessment of that progress. Assess­ 
ment of certificated personnel com­ 
petence as it relates to the standards. 
Assessment of other duties normally 
required to be performed by certificated 
employes as an adjunct to their regular 
assignments. The establishment of 
procedures and techniques for ascertain­ 
ing that the certificated employe is 
maintaining proper control and in 
preserving a suitable learning environ­ 
ment. 
Time alone will produce answers to 
some of the questions and some of the 
questions may never be answered. 
There is a consensus at least among 
those on the committee that learning can 
be measured. At any rate the Stull Act 
brings a new dimension to our considera­ 
tion of the schools and what they’re sup­ 
posed to do. The history of such efforts is 
a bit fragmentary, but a teacher from 
Britain had this wry comment during a 
visit to Lompoc a few years ago at the 
time that the Stull Bill was being con­ 
sidered: “ We had something like that in 
England in the 1800s.” That sentiment 
may not be universal, but it does express 
one view, however indirectly.
